Tho 
defendant used theso marka ip connection 
with bis flour which was all of exactly the 
same quality and cams from the aume mill, 
Defendant brought but one quetity of four 
from Avmorica and bagged it under his 
various moka to suit the taates of his 
ovntomers, This, ho contonded, he had a 
perfect right to do, being tho rogiatored 
proprietor of the vations marke, Most of 
the bagging was done in Amorica but if 

defendant ran out of one quality of flour be 
transferred flout froma bags of anothor brand. 
Amongat the marke the’ dafondant had sp- 
plied for was tho “ Oel brand of Szdnoy," 
which application was being considered, 
Sometime ago he ordered enme of, the 
flour and avld it in Hongkong. Re- 
cently a broker camo and ordered 
more of the “Owl” flour and dofendant 
had in turn ordered the flour which had not 
yet arrived. The prosecution contended 
that tho flour purported to como from 
Sydney, Australia, because tho Ohinese 
characters Sut-li were on the bag, 
They submitted the sufi did not moan 
Sydney bat had reference to the white.

THROWING OVER THE FOREIGNER, 

Ina leading article The Times writes :— 
Thore is a atrong movement in Chins just 
now in favour of getting rid of Europeans 
in al) departments, , Stimulated by the 
example of Japan, the Chineso want to do 
per saltum what the Japanoso have done 
cautiously and methodically. Many thous- 
ands of young Chinumen have gone forth to 
imbibe European leurning, Being active, 
ambitious, and not a little noisy, they have 
imbued the governing clanses with their 
ideas, and a general anti-European move- 
ment ia the result. Wo may assume, for 
the sako of argument that they really know 
aa much as they suppose, and that there 
are Chinaineu who are intellectually com- 
petent, for cxomplo to administer the 
Maritime Customs just as well a8 Bir 
Robert Hart. What they do not scem to 
understand, however, is the fundamontal 
difference between their countrymen and 
the Japanese, Thero are mere exotics and 
exerescences in Chins, There ix no 
universal movement in that country as in 
Japan towards the new learning. There in 
no national resolve, from the Throsie down- 
wards, to reorganise the State on new 
lines. Young China, however much it 
may have absorbed of Western ideas, has 
to denl with the absolute stagnation of the 
greut bulk of the people, and with a govern- 
ing clase gahsolutely wedded to Oriental 
conceptions of government, What in 
Jopan is solid, in China is mere veneer. 
There could bo no better proof of im- 
maturity than a rash attempt to assert 
Chinese control over the one. steady, pro- 
gressive, and economically administered 
branch of Chinese revenue before making 
any attempt to bring the other branches 
up to ite standard. 

THE PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 

For three hundred years the inflaence 
of the Spanish official, the Spanish soldier, 
tho Spanish merchant, the Spanish teacher, 
tho Spanish priesthood, and the foreign 
trader has beon felt among tho Filipino 
people, and has had an effect not observed 
by the writer in any other tropical country 
in the Far Kast, saya the Mindanao Herald.

They want to 
know why Uncle Sam with his immense 
wealth should le so cheesoparing when his 
servants abroad find it necossary te ‘do a8 
Rome does," And they ara moved -to 
something like anger whon they think that 
it iy only a rich American whocan afford to 
serve his fatherland -in the capital of his 
motherland. Why, thoy ask-once more, 
should it be nocessary for a servant of the 


‘Greit Republic to pub his hand in bis} ” 


pocket sf all in order to maintain the official 
position which his rank demands! Echo 
auswers why, and feeling grows stronger. 
But it may be objected that all this refers 
to London and not to Shanghai. ‘That ia 
true enough, but the spirit ruling in Lon- 
don is also reigning hero. What is its 
history? To begin at the beginning wo 
shall have to Took into the very enrliout, 
records af the Sottlement, for in the begin- 
ning there wero only Great Britain and the 
United States concerned. ThefEngtish, as 
is their wont, looked to the future and 
soon got a permanent home for their 
officials, their records, and their courts. 
Wo seo the result to-day. The British 
Consulate is the only one in the sottlement 
which fitly represents the dignity of a Great 
European Power, It.stands in epacious 
grounds, its buildings are (most. of them) 
dignified structures, and its whole appear- 
ance id such that a travelling son of the 
Union Jack looks at it with satisfaction and 
thinks the old land ia not inefliciently 
represented. Whore and whot is the 
American? It is 8 makeshift in a back 
atrovt. We put it thus plainly because wo 
we in hearty «ympathy with the thought 
thut a people with. the interest, which the 
Americans have here, with the necessity of 
makings fitting display of national im- 
portance in the eyes of thefChinese, and 
with national wealth second to none in the" 
-wotld, should not be housed as American 
oflicials are now housed. “They should 
have an ubodu corresponding to their 
‘national dignity, and we trust that Mr 
Rodgera will be successful in securing what 
his fellow citizens here believe to be neces- 
sary. Reform in Consular matters has of 
lute occupied » good deal of attention in the 
States, The dictum, quoted by Mr Rod- 
gora, that it was impossible for an official 
to hold office in Shanghai for twelve 
months and preserve hix reputation, is of 


course one of those pithy sayings which’ 


are not to be taken autpied du lettre. 
Much of the truth that thore ia in it is due 
rather to the free and casy method of 
criticism which scents to be part and parcel 
of American political life, One half the 
official community is. busily engaged in 
defending its honour against therattacks 03 
the other half.

‘A demonatration; convened by the Wo- 
men's Social and Political Union, in favour 
of women's sufirsge, waa held in Trafalgar.

"Nelson, columns, whence a number of 
speeches wore delivored, under o flaming 
banner, bearing the inecription, “ Asuuith, 
the enemy of the women and tho workers.” 
A atrong body of opponcnts found a place 
in the crowd, and the procaedings wore 
frequontly interrupted. 

Mr Puthick Lawrence moved a rerola- 
tion, demanding “that a women's enfrau- 
chigcment clsuay bo inserted in tho Plural 
Vating Bill now beforo Parliament, and 
passcd into law during the present session.” 

_ _MrKeir Hardie, MT, sd that it was 
evident there wore scoffers present (laugh- 
ter), Kvery new movement had to 
ancounter the Isughtor of the unthinking 
multitude. “J am prepared to moke 4 
het," he added,” a thing Inover do in
